Gentlemen : 

Now  that  all  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  our  Collection 
of  antiques  and  various  oh  jets  d’art  have  been  completed,  I know  vou  will 
make  every  possible  effort  to  bring  this  sale  to  the  attention  of  the  class 
of  people  who  know  and  appreciate  beautiful  things. 

My  wife  and  I have  a certain  feeling  of  sentiment  and  attachment  for 
this  Collection,  and  the  knowledge  that  the  various  articles  have  found 
appreciative  owners  would  in  a measure  ameliorate  the  poignant  regret 
we  feel  at  parting  with  them,  a necessity  brought  about  by  our  decision 
to  sell  Villa  Baratier,  on  the  Riviera,  in  which  this  Collection  of  many 
years  has  been  housed. 

Some  of  the  most  prominent  and  internationally  known  art  dealers 
have  contributed  to  this  Collection,  and  a number  of  the  articles  were 
part  of  famous  Collections;  so  to  lovers  of  art  this  sale  should  prove 
most  interesting. 

Among  the  furniture  I wish  to  point  out  the  importance  of  the  commode 
by  Jacques  Pierre  Latz  [Number  285]  equal  to  any  of  the  handsome 
Regence  commodes  in  the  Mobilier  National  or  in  the  Wallace  Collection; 
the  graceful  Louis  XVI  commode  by  the  celebrated  Maurice  Kopp 
[Number  203]  ; the  secretaire  by  Topino  [Number  264]  with  its  remark- 
able globe  in  marquetry  enriching  the  return;  the  dining  table  [Number 
265],  which  many  experts  have  attributed  to  Riesener;  and  tbe  tapestry 
chairs  by  Nicolas  Blanchard  [Numbers  253  and  254]. 

Plastic  art  is  splendidly  represented  by  the  graceful  marble  sculpture 
by  Pierre  Julien  of  the  nymph  Erigone,  the  two  Bacchic  Satyrs  by  Coustou, 
the  marble  Madonna  by  Canova  and  the  small  but  choice  collection  of 
bronze  statuettes  and  plaques  including  the  work  of  Clodion,  Falconet, 
and  Jean  de  Bologne. 

Let  me  also  say  a word  for  the  cartel  clock  of  bronze  [Number  212] 
by  Jacques  Caffieri,  and  the  bronze  chenets,  truly  original  creations  [Num- 
bers 244  and  250].  I am  also  confident  that  the  iron  field  bed  [Number 
1 12]  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  connoisseurs. 


Our  collections  of  Chinese  and  European  porcelains  were  mainly 
acquired  from  the  great  houses  of  L.  Wannieck,  Worsch,  Guerault,  and 
C.  T.  Loo  & Co.,  and  are  particularly  rich  in  five-color  examples  and  in 
Imperial  yellow  and  turquoise  blue  monochromes.  The  best  examples  of 
old  Saxe  came  from  the  houses  of  Founes  and  Jacques  Seligmann. 

Among  our  paintings  we  consider  exceptionally  fine  the  head  by  John 
I loppner  [Number  235],  believed  to  be  a portrait  of  young  Sheridan;  “La 
Jeune  Dame  aux  Raisins”  by  Drouais  [Number  230]  ; the  large  canvas  by 
Diaz  representing  Hebe;  and  the  charming  landscape  view  of  Monterey 
[Number  231]  by  my  close  compatriot,  William  Keith,  considered  by 
many  one  of  the  very  best  examples  of  his  work. 

An  interesting  feature  of  your  exhibition,  I am  sure,  will  be  the  K’ang- 
hsi  red  lacquer  panels,  which  we  hope  will  be  incorporated  in  a boiserie 
as  we  had  intended  to  do. 

I am  fully  aware  of  the  enviable  reputation  your  organization  enjoys, 
not  only  in  America,  but  internationally.  Also,  that  this  splendid  record 
is  due  to  the  discrimination  you  exercise  in  sponsoring  only  the  best  of 
things  to  be  sold  under  your  supervision,  so  it  is  probably  superfluous  to 
make  the  above  request.  However,  this  letter  has  enabled  me  to  reveal 
to  you  our  feelings  in  the  matter,  and  I look  forward  to  your  sympathetic 
cooperation.
